Crib snd Granary With Feeding Floor. 


The statement «s made by a Swiss 
doctor that drunkards live longer than 
total abstainers.

Intestinal pacasites. It is s practice 
with some men to clean off the floor 
with a shovel every day when the 
floor la used for growing pigs, which 
removes thousands of worm eggs 
when the herd is wormy, and there 
are few that are not to a certain ex¬ 
tent 

The accompanying Illustration shows 
the main points in a feeding floor 
that combines all the best fea¬ 
tures with cheapness. This la con¬ 
structed as follows: Select a well- 
drained spot In the hog lot remove 
all rubbish and litter till a solid 
earth surface la secured. Level the 
surface, and If there are any soft 
spots fill with clay if obtainable, and 
tramp firm. On this surface spread 
an inch of sand and smooth the same 


should not be set In the floor, as 
slop will sour under them In 
warm weather and rats may burrow 
beneath. 

If It is desired to feed pigs away 
from the sows the floor can be fenced 
in and doors made in the fence that 
will keep all but the pigs out A floor 
that is 16 feet wide and 30 feet long 
will furnish space for about 100 pigs 
or a car load of fattening hogs, and 
will cost for materials only around 
<35 to <40. Feeding can be made very 
convenient by building a combination 
corn crib and granary adjoining the 
| floor. In t^e granary part a variety 
of feeds can be kept, also a feed 
cooker and other adjuncts. This is 
a very good arrangement for a small 
farm.

a barrel. It should then be allowed 
to lie three or four days when It 
should be rubbed with another portion 
of the mixture and three or four days 
later repeat the operation with the 
remainder. It should then be packed 
tightly in a barrel. After lying three 
or four days It Is ready to hang up. 
It must be kept in a cellar or some 
place where it will not freeze while 
the curing process is going on. When 
applying the salt and sugar mixture 
it is more convenient if one has two 
barrels to use at the same time. 

A great many people do not seem 
to understand that smoking meat does 
not cure it except as the warmth from 
the fire causes the moisture to evapo¬ 
rate. There is no particular virtuo 
in the smoke Itself and meat could bo 
as well cured by any kind of gSow 
gentle heat even If no smokp cams 
from It. However, the beat from 
clean, fresh hickory chips can never 
be improved upon and if people be¬ 
lieve that the quality of the meat is 
improved by the sweet odor from 
this form certainly no harm will be 
done. The main thing is to keep tho 
heat regular and at a low point in or¬ 
der that the moisture may be drawn 
out from the meat evenly.

(By 8. C. MILLER.) 

In these days of salt-peter. benzoate 
of soda, formate and other dope 
used by the big manufacturers in 
the curing of nearly everything we 
eat, I wonder why more of our farmers 
do not preserve their own foods, 
particularly meats. It seems to me 
there Is more danger in the use of 
preservatives in the use of meats than 
anything else, and pickling of meats 
on the farm Is such a simple matter 
that every man who kills his own pigs 
should In addition to hams and bacon 
put down a barrel of meat pickled. 
Properly cared for. it is delicious at 
certain seasons of the year. On the 
old farm in Virginia tho following 
method was always used. No better 
meats were ever put on the farmer’s 
table: 

For each 100 pounds of meat take 
two pounds of sugar and four pounds 
of salt. Mix well and when the meat 
Is first cut rub It well with pure salt 
on tho flesh side. Let it lie a day or 
two and then drain out any blood that 
may be left.

Wben an animal acta In obedience 
to Ita purely physical Deeds and ac¬ 
cording to Its anatomical structure, as 
when ducks take to the water, or 
hens scratch, or bogs root, or wood 
peokere drill, etc.. w e do not credit 
It with powers of thought, ears John 
Burroughs In a recent number of the 
Atlantic. These and similar things 
animals do instinctively When tbs 
wood mice got Into my cabin the oth¬ 
er day and opened two small jars of 
butker that had loose tin tops. I did 
not credit them with anything like 
human Intelligence, because to use 
their paws deftly—digging, climbing, 
manipulating is natural to mice. I 
hare seen a chipmunk come Into a 
house from his den In the woods and 
open a pasteboard box with great deft¬ 
ness and help himself to tbe nuts in¬ 
side, which, of course, he smelled. Ws 
do not credit a bird with rational In 
telllgence when it builds its nest, no 
matter how skilfully It may wears 
or sew. or how artfully It may hide 
from its enemies.

July 11 (no year, but pre¬ 
sumed to be about 1814). to a mend 
named Conway, and refers to the pub¬ 
lishing house of Webster A Co., 
which Mark Twain founded In 1884. 
The letter reads In part: 

"Ws are full, clear up to the chtn— 
we can handle only two books s year 
and are now under contract for six. 
We have already declined a book of 
my own—no room for It. and we could 
do better, anyway My book was 
ready nearly a year ago and ia likely 
to remain ready a long time before I 
get It into prlut by our concern.” 

The failure of Webster A Co.. It will 
be recalled. Involved Mark Twain In 
heavy losses, which he made up iater 
by the success of hla own books and 
lectures. It Is thought that perhaps 
the unpublished book he refers to In 
his letter waa “Hucklebery Finn." 
which waa issued in 1884. 

Another Mark TwsJq lot constats 
of five charset eristic telegrams from 
him to James R.dpath, 1868 74. In 
on* of them he says. “Notify all 
hands that from this date 1 shall talk 
nothing but selection* from my fortb- 
•'om.rg book. Roughing It.’ Tri*d it 
last night. Suita me tip top." To an 
other telegram be says about going 
to Ainherst to lecture. "If 1 had an¬ 
other engagement I would rob before

Tbare Is also an amusing hree- 
page letter. In pencil, signed "Mar'*," 
and written In 1861 to James Red- 
^ path In It he aays: 

"I Jon't waul to lecture In Brook¬ 
lyn any more.

waa representing. But I've got 
enough. I never will lecture mitsld* 
of New England again, and I never 
will lecture In Brooklyn at all, Sus¬ 
pend Judgment till you see me.

I Beverly, Mass. — The Unitarian* 
church of Beverly is located on Cabot 
street in the central part of the city. 
For some years the parish was con¬ 
nected with Salem. 

In the winter of 1886 the people of 
the Beverly parish sent a petition to- 
the Salem people stating that they 
wished to form a parish of their own 
In Beverly and to erect a house of 
worship. The petition was received. 
It was signed by Roger Conant and 
48 other church members. 

On July 4, 1667, the subject of the 
petition was again considered and 
unanimous consent Was given. Aug. 28 
of the same year Mr. Hale accepted a 
call, and on Sept 27 he was ordained. 
Previous to the ordination exercises 
the church was organised. 

The following provision was made 
by the society for Dr. Hale's support 
His- salary was to be £70 a year with 
30 cords of firewood. It was further 
agdeed that he should have the use 
of a'new house, two acres of land to 
be fenced In, as much meadow aa 
I bore about four loads of hay and the 
benefit of the pasturing during the 
time that be- remained with them In 
the ministry. 

In 1600 Mr. Hale was Invited by the 
general court to Join the expedition 
against Canada as chaplain. This was 
strongly objected to on the part of 
the parish, but the objection did not 
seem to have weight and he went. 
Mr. Hale died May 15, 1700. and

How' many people know why Christ¬ 
mas came to fall on December 25? 

Everybody knows that it is the day 
celebrated alike by the Catholic. Prot¬ 
estant and Greek churches as the na¬ 
tivity of Christ, yet nobody knows if 
It is the actual date. 

The uncertainty is due to the preju¬ 
dice of early Christians against the 
celebrations of birthdays. They re¬ 
garded such a custom as heathenish, 
and made no exception, even to the 
Savlor'd birthday. 

It was not until Christianity had 
triumphed, three centuries later, that 
the prejudice against the observance 
of birthdays died out. and an in vest I - < 
gatlon as to the date of Christ’s birth¬ 
day was begun. 

Julius, pope or bishop of Rome, 
asked St. Cyril In 386 to ascertain the 
real anniversary of the nativity. St 
Cyril reported the date to be Decern 
ber 25. to the best of his knowledge, 
after extensive research, and the date 
was accepted by Julius and promul¬ 
gated as the anniversary of Christ's 
birth. Before the end of the fifth cen¬ 
tury the date was accepted by all 
Christendom. 

January 6. April 20. March 20 and 
March 29 are some of the dates that 
were serious contenders for the dis¬ 
tinction before December 26 received 
the seal of Julius' approval. 

Even after the date was generally 
accepted by all Christian nations the 
holiday had Its struggles. The Eng¬ 
lish roundhead parliament of 1643 
abolished Christmas and for 12 yearr 
It was not observed in England. Roy 
alty gained the ascendency, however, 
and Christmas waa re-established as 
a national holiday. 

Governor Bradford of Plymouth, in 
1621, history says, had occasion to re¬ 
buke some young men who had corns 
over in the ship Fortune, following In 
the trail of the Mayflower, because 
their consciences would not allow 
them to work on Christmas, with their 
sterner Puritan brothers. 

In 1659 the general court of Massa¬ 
chusetts passed a law fixing a fine of 
five shillings against anyone who 
should by abstinence from labor, feast¬ 
ing or any other method, observe 
Christmas.

I recall one 
yjjjMjar dismal holiday spent in a 
filthy post-house on the 
Great Post Road at NIJni 
Udinsk, now. In these days of the 
trans-Siberian railway, a place of 
some Importance. 

I was alone, on my way from Peters¬ 
burg to Irkutsk. On the previous day 
i hpi overtaken a convoy of prison¬ 
ers In chains, and as on the morning 
of the Russian Christmas day 1 was 
sluing by the high brick stove.

I remember walking and talking 
with several of them in that wilder¬ 
ness of newly fallen snow.

1 was trav¬ 
eling by sled. 1 had left Klrkenaes. 
on an arm of the Arctic ocean, a 
month before and was now working, 
my way south toward Archangel. 

I produced a bottle of much-shaken 
port wiDe, in honor of the- occasion, 
and poured out a glass for my host.
